Brodie’s Jefferson biography reads like a historical novel. The main 
character, to be sure, is revealed as much through speculation as 
through attested fact. But this is not to discredit the work, for much of 
the speculation is well grounded on psychological study and exhaustive 
research. ; 

Freud said of biographers: ““They often select the hero as the object 
of study and then devote themselves to a work of idealization 
rubbing out the traces of his life’s struggle and anything savoring of 
human weakness or imperfection; they then give us a cold, strange, 
‘ideal form instead of 2 man to whom we could feel distantly related.” 

Whatever else Brodie does, she does not give the reader a cold ideal. 
She goes to great lengths to get into Jefferson’s inner life and link this 
with his public life. ‘What is new here,” she says of her work, “consists 
in good part of what has been passsed over or ignored because it did not 
fit into the traditional notions and preconceptions of Jefferson’s 
character.” 

Brodie builds her intimacy upon the salient aspects of Jefferson’s life: 
his letters, his liaison with his slave Sally Hemings, his romance with the 
English artist Maria Cosway, and the allegiance to his mother, wife, and 
home in Monticello. “One must look for feeling as well as fact,” Brodie 
states, “for nuance and metaphor as well as idea and action.” 

But this is not a bad approach to Thomas Jefferson — it sells, for one, 
and it makes for interesting reading. And, too, the reader reaps more 
than mere speculation. Bodie has genuine historical insight: ‘““None of 
our presidents had so prodigious a scientific curiosity; none read as 
much; no other improved himself to the extent that he became one of 
the most learned men in American political history.”’ All of Jefferson’s 
affairs are orchestrated by the events and people of the times. 

Brodie’s familiarity with Jefferson will no doubt breed some 
contempt with readers. Indeed, some of her statements are 
objectionable: ‘““Certainly Jefferson’s failure to mention his mother save 
in the most cryptic fashion indicates feelings deeply hostile,” and 
“Jefferson came to take a positively playful attitude toward violations 
of the marriage code.” 

Such statements in her Joseph Smith biography, ““No Man Knows my 
History,’ have earned her contemptuous notoriety with Mormon 
readers. 

But in spite of Brodie’s speculative writing, or perhaps becuase of it, 
Thomas Jefferson emerges as a warm and compassionate man, a true 
patriarch of American politics and thought.

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Editor’s Note: Aileen Ward’s 
“John Keats: The Making of a 
Poet” first appeared in 1963 and 
won the National Book Award the 
following year. This review 
commemofates the anniversary of 
the birth of Keats, Oct. 31, 1795, 
and the recent appearance of 
three poets on campus: William 
Stafford, Camille Williams, and 
John Ormond.

Miss Ward’s book, John Keats: 
“The Making of a Poet,” is worth 
reading on two accounts — the 
author’s unobtrusive style and her 
fine insight into the inner drama 
of Keat’s creative life. She avoids 
long discussion about what he was 
doing when and with whom in 
favor of tracing the major themes 
and events of his life: the death of 
his father in 1804, when Keats 
was eight years old, and the 
subsequent actions of his mother 
her hasty remarriage, her 
disappearance shortly thereafter, 
and her reappearance three years 
jater, when she was broken down 
by alcohol, rheumatism and 
tuberculosis. 

During vacations from school, 
K@RiS (OOK Ghi@ie INGER CAhire 
completely. Her death in March 
1810, was a great blow to him. He 
changed from the rowdy, 
boisterous, rather pugnacious boy 
he had become after his father’s 
death, and became very moody — 
nearly always depressed — 
throwing himself into his studies 
with the energy of despair. 

It was during this period that he 
discovered Spencer and wrote his 
first poem. It was also then that 
he decided to become a surgeon. 
Later, of course, he gave that up to 
pursue poetry; but the imagery of 
the sick-room and the hope of 
miraculous recovery are recurrent 
themes in his poetry.

‘Keats’ quest—to grip reality 


Keats first began writing to 
escape from life. Miss Ward 
suggests that he felt somehow 
guilty about his mother’s death. 
This escapism manifested itself in 
sentimental lushness, the plague 
of much poetry in those days. But 
within three years of this 
beginning, he realized that his art 
must come to grips with reality, 
with life. And the remaining five 
years of his life were devoted to 
that quest. 

Keats died. Feb. 23, 1821, 
having been tragically stricken 
with tuberculosis just as he was 
reaching the height of his ability 
and beginning to exercise a 
mature art, stripped of the 
excessive lushness associated with 


Romanticism. One of the most 
important things Keats learned 
about poetry is echoed in the 
words of poet William Stafford: 
“Poetry is the readiness to accept 
that comes, the knack of paying 
attention to what naturally occurs 
and allowing impulses and 
thoughts’ to have free play.” 
Stafford said that the result of 
much free play is linkage of 
thoughts leading to a kind of 
“internal reverberation.” 


““Any most eloquent and 
sustaining utterance is poetry,” 
says Stafford, “and one cannot 
say that the most valuable and 
essential parts of life have nothing 
to do with it.”

BYU, who is use to _ scoring 
30-plus points a game _ since 
beginning their victory spree, were 
held to a mere 12 points in the 
Cougars narrow 12-10 win over the 
Air Force Academy Saturday. 

Quarterback Gary Sheide met a 
lot of pressure throughout most of 
the game from blitzing Cadet 
linebackers, making him rush his 
passes. Completing 18 of 30 passes, 
Sheide gained 213 yards and two 
touchdowns, bringing his season 
total to 18 touchdown passes. He 
was also intercepted twice. Before 
Saturday he had been intercepted 
once in the last four games. 

Sheide’s key receiver was Sam 
LoBue, who caught seven passes for 
107 yards. “It felt great to start 
and play the whole game,” said 
LoBue. The senior split end 
replaced freshman Jeff Nilsson for 
his first start of the season. 

Both of BYU’s touchdowns came 
from Sheide passes to tight ends 
Brian Billick, an 11 yard score in 
the first quarter, and Kirk Tanner, 
a seven yard toss in the third 
quarter. 


Falcons took to air 


The Falcons, who started, 
unexpectedly, sophomore 
quarterback Rob Shaw, put on 
quite an aerial show of their own. 
Shaw completed 16 of 28 passes 
for 226 yards and also suffered two 
interceptions. His primary receiver 
was split end Bob Farr, who caught 
nine passes for 70 yards and one 
touchdown. 

The running game, slightly 
dominated by the Cadets, did little 
more than kill time in the game. 
Both teams had trouble. running 
and both fumbled twice.

The leading rusher in the game 
was BYU tailback Charlie Ah You, 
who carried the ball 32 times for 
98 yards. BYU’s total rushing 
yardage was 101 yards. The 
Falcons’ touted runner Ken Wood 
was held to only 56 yards and 
quarterback Shaw ran for another 
34 yards. 

The defensive units for both 
teams were a big part of the game. 
The Falcons put pressure on Sheide 
most of the game causing the two 
intercepted passes. Mike Mark, the 
Falcons safety, who picked off 
both of Sheide’s passes, had praise 
for the Cougar quarterback. “He 
read our blitzes.real well and used 
the dump off pass a few times. He’s 


great when it comes to throwing 


with somebody hanging all over his 
face,” said Mark. 

The BYU defensive front four 
put the rush on Shaw all through 
the game. “BYU is a réal good 
football team,” said Head Falcon 
Coach Ben Martin. ““We can’t play 
well against a team with that much 
beef, unless we execute well.”

The BYU defense proved their 
desire to win in two close plays, 
when the Cougars, leading 12-10, 
stopped Air Force on fourth and 
inches with three minutes left in 
the game. Both times the Cat 
defense stopped the Cadets short, 
deep in BYU territory. 

BYU suffered its first defensive 
casualty- of the year Saturday. Late 
in the fourth quarter defensive end 
Keith Rivera pulled the ligaments 
in his left ankle and is projected to 
be lost for the remainder of the 
season, said Dr. Wendall Vance, 
BYU team physician.

Nigeria is large. With her 80 
million population, she has more 
people than France and has grown 
into the largest country in Africa.

Nigeria is rich. Political 
commentators in the past said 
Nigeria preferred a ‘symbolic 
relationship with the rest of the 
world.’ Even in some parts of the 
U.S. today, many people are still 
asking, what in the world can 
Nigeria give to the United States? 
Oil is the answer. 


The nation now stands sixth 
among the world’s. oil producers 
and after Canada, is the largest 
supplier of sulfur-free crude oil to 
the United States. American trade 
and investment figures for Nigeria 
register higher than those of 
South Africa—a new development 
that could have a profound effect 
on American Southern African 
policy. 


The following companies 
import oil from Nigeria: American 
Mobil, Gulf, Phillips, Standard Oil 
(Indiana), Occidental and Texaco. 
These companies together import 
about 10 per cent of the daily 
total oil production amounting 
to some 2.5 million barrels per 
day. 


During the oil embargo, the 
Nigerian government, in sympathy 
with the economic disaster that 
threatened the U.S. economy, 
tripled her oil supply to America. 
The supply substantially aided in 
keeping U.S. thermostats at about 
68 degrees F. But when General 
Gowon came to America to 
address the UN General Assembly, 
the White House fixed an 
appointment for him to see 
President Nixon. But Nixon 
cancelled the meeting without 
explanation or apology. 
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offers 


Other American oil companies 
operating in Nigeria include J. 
Allen, a petroleum products 
distributing co. and a number of 
Bottling Companies that have the 
rights to bottle and sell natural gas 
from Nigeria’s oil fields. 

The United States also relies 
heavily on Nigeria’s natural gas, 
tin and columbite. Yet neither the 
American government nor its 
national radio and television 
networks has mentioned Nigeria 
by name to its citizens as one of 
her suppliers of oil. Rather Nigeria 
is often referred to as an “oil 
producing nation.’ Her supply to 
the United States is always 
mentioned in percentages which 
underrate its significance. Perhaps, 
if Nigeria had followed the Arab’s 
example, all Americans would 
know her by now. 


Destined to pre-eminence 


Nigeria is powerful. Her army is 
the biggest in Black Africa and 
bigger than some small Western 
European Countries. Being under 
military rule, her leaders are men 
trained at Sandhust, England and 
Fort Benning in Georgia; and their 
ability has been tested in various 
UN operations. 


In sum, Nigeria is destined for a 
role of pre-eminence in Africa and 
influence beyond that continent. 
Her foreign policy is geared to 
meet the demands of other 
African countries. Recently her 
second gift of $3.75 million to 
drought-stricken countries and a 
$3 million interest-free loan to 
Dahomy deserve mention. Nigeria 
has embarked on a massive 
highway building project to link 
up all West African countries. She 
has completed an arrangement to 
extend electricity with low 
monthly bills to some of these 
countries.

You see people like Lola Butler 
everywhere — in the stores, on the 
streets, in every city and town. 
They are old, poor, and, more 
often than not, alone and 
forgotten. 

At 78, Mrs. Butler lives by 
herself in a brick house her 
brother designed and built over 40 
years ago. The rooms are small 
and the living room is full of her 
late husband’s momentos. On 
every wall hangs a picture of a 
beautiful woman with black hair. 

“That’s my daughter, Helen,’ 
Mrs. Butler said. “Helen lives in 
New York City. Years ago she 
worked as a hostess on trains, but 
now she’s going to Hunter 
College. She’s working on a 
bachelor of science degree. 

“She comes to see me a couple 
of times a year.” 

When asked what she does 
between her daughter’s visits, Mrs. 
Butler pointed to the radio. “‘I set 
up late at night listening to talk 
shows. It’s really a lot of fun. I 
have a short-wave radio set and 
pick up programs from all over.” 


Mrs. Butler doesn’t buy 
groceries in town very often — less 
than once a month. She said she 
doesn’t want to be a burden to 
her neighbors. Although she 


worked as a registered nurse for 
over 30 years, her eating habits 
are poor and meager. 


Favorite subject is death 
Next to her daughter, Mrs. 
Butler’s favorite subject is death. 
Not a regular church-goer 
(becauses she doesn’t like having 
to call neighbors and ask for 


rides), Mrs. Butler quit reading the 
“Bible” when her eyesight became 
poor. However, she is still a 
staunch Christian and will visit 
any church. Mrs. Butler doesn’t 
want a funeral, perhaps just some 
organ music playing softly in the 
background.

“1 don’t want to be a bother to 
anybody,” she said. 

In sharp contrast to Mrs. Butler 
are older citizens who work in 
temples and are socially active in 
both clubs and church work. But 
most of these people are in tight 
financial circumstances due to 
spiraling inflation and the 
increased cost of living. With fixed 
incomes, they have to scrape to 
make ends meet, and sometimes 
they do not meet wit h 
much success. 

“It’s getting to the point where 
I can barely afford to heat my 
trailer and keep gas in my car,” 
said Eve Wilson, an active 
70-year-old widow. “Who knows? 
If prices keep on going up and 
social security stays the same, I 
don’t know what is going to 
happen to me.” 

Eve Wilson is by no means alone 
in her struggle against inflation 
and increased prices. The pinch is 
felt by everyone, but especially by 
the elderly. 

In the Provo area, some elderly 
widows have opened their homes 
to college students as boarders. 
This does help ease financial 
problems and fears, but as one 
returned missionary who moved 
out explained, “The cooking was 
great, I just couldn’t invite any 
girls over.” 


Large percentage in nursing homes 
A large percentage of senior 
citizens throughout the country 
spend their last years in nursing 
homes where they are still subject 
to loneliness and depression. 
Lynette Willis, recreation director 
at the Utah Valley Care Center, 
said loneliness was a main 
problem of people in nursing 
homes. Of the 68 patients in the 
center, she said 10 to 15 never 
had visitors and about half were 
visited once in a great while. 


Mrs. Willis said the Utah Valley 
Care seembenr mad "exencise 
programs, parties, movies, bands 
and square dancing. She said BYU 
home evening groups also come 
over to entertain the residents by 
reading and writing letters for 
them. “‘These people are lonely,” 
she said. “They always enjoy 


anything — even talking to 
others.” 
Rest homes are expensive. 


According to a secretary who 
didn’t want to be identified at the 
Utah Valley Care Center, it costs 
$600 a month to keepa person in 
that skilled care «enter. She 
refused to say how much of this 
came from state funds. 

What happens to those people 
whose families simply can’t afford 
such prices? Most of these people, 
(five million over age 65), live 
alone in shabby houses and 
apartments, according to the Wall 
Street Journal. They live from day 
to day on little money and have 
Vien, ew -acquaintances, 
Sometimes they are found injured 
or dead after days or weeks of not 
being noticed by neighbors. 


Victims of robbers and con men 

Those who live alone are often 
victims of sharp con men and 
robbers who take away what little 
is left of their savings. Take the 
case of Mrs. Rowell, a widow in 
her 90’s who lives alone. Two 
young men came by her home, 
pretending to be from the power 
company. She showed them 
where the meter was, and, on 
examination, the men told her she 
needed a new meter. They said it 
would cost $200. 

When she opened her purse, one 
man grabbed it from her hands 
and the other pulled a gun on her. 
They tied her up and took money 
and anything else of value they 
could find. Mrs. Rowell was 
helpless for several hours until an 
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police, the articles and money afford. 


were never recovered and, to date, 
no one has been charged with the 
robbery. 

This happened in a rural area. 
From published accounts, such 
things occur far. more often in
